by the Jew* to be * portion of the 
court of Solomon'a temple, nnd the 
«nly part of that structure now re- 
maining. 


For centuries the descendants of 


Abraham have repaired to this spot 
to mourn over tht .calamities that 
h«T« befallen Israel, and to "pray for 
tht coming of the Messiah. In former 
years they were forced to pay a 'largo 
•um for this melancholy privilege.— 
Detroit News.

Washington.—A new experimental 


fur f*rni, Blocked In |mrt with unseent- 
eil skunks, has just bwn established by 
the United States blolojflrnl survey on 
• 20-acre tract o( wooded land In 
Greenfield township. Saratofc'a county, 
New York. K. G, Ashiirook of l!ie bu- 
reau's division of economic invo«tiga- 
tion*, has charge of the transfer of 
th« animals from the former and more 
inaccessible site at Ke<*sUlle. 


Present plans call for it seriw of 


modern pen* to ncrommoilnte silver, 
black and wd fox^s, mnrtens, minks, 
fishers and 
skunks. 
The breeding 


hnplts of these fur-bearers v.ill be 
studied and methods of combating dis- 
ease among them will be worked out. 


At'Keesvllle last year martens were 


successfully bred in cnptivlty for the 
first time. This work will be continued 
nt the new site and efforts will be 
made to discover ho\v to breed the 
fisher, another beautiful fur anlmnl 
which has hitherto baffled the commer- 
cial raiser.

Thi» dry 
mash must be eaten ilowly ao the 
hens hare to spend a good deal of 
tluie at the hoppers to get their fill. 
They must also hava A (rain ration 
and green* of some kind 


There are a number of frain rations 


that can bo used, la fact i jst any train 
that the hens like and Is generally 
grown on the farm is all right. It catt 
be balanced by the addition of other 
grains in the dry mash. I prefer a 
grain ration of cracked corn, whole 
oats, end wheat. Kafir is fine in the 
mixture and kafir and onti alone mat* 
a good grain ration, says a writer in 
Successful Farming. 


One of the mott Important things In 


the winter car* of hens is a good litter 
of *traw or some litter material on the 
fioor. This litter should be six or 
eight inches deep and all the grain 
roust be scattered In it »o the hens 
will have to scratch aid work for their 
feed. 
The heaviest feed of grain 


should be given at night, 10 all the 
hens will go to roost with their cropa 
full. 


Many poultry houses are arranged 


BO the droppinrs fall In the litter on 
the floor. .This can be remedied by 
Installing a dropping board under th« 
roosts. 
The^ roosts can be placed 


across the back of the house on & 
level with each other and the plat- 
form for the dropping board built tin- 
der them. Then the droppings can be 
cleaned out every day or two and the 
litter on the floor will not hare to ba 
changed »o often. 


The green feed can be supplied 


either by sprouting oats or by using 
beets or cabbage that have been stored 
for the purpose. The be»t method of 
feeding, I find, is to give the hens a 
light grain feed in the early morning. 
This can be scattered the night before 
if desired. The green feed is put out 
at noon and the heavy feed of grain 
In tha evening before the hen* go t» 
roost.

Always give your fowls plenty of 


sunshine and fresh air, the two best 
disease preventives for man or beast. 
Ventilation is an Important factor in 
winter housing of a flock of layers, 
and It should be hid without canitaf 
direct draughts of air upon the fowls, 
especially when they are on the roost 
at night. This can be easily accom- 
plished by taking out one of the win- 
dows, covering the opening with bur- 
lap In cold weather and fitting It 
with a sliding door to it can be opened 
or closed at will.
